1948-55. Since 1945, Goldberg has been a partner in the law firm of Goldberg, 
Devoe, Shadur and Mikva with offices in CI^g<x/g pi&rpqi ^n_j5s^5lished a 

ff/GHabe:

A Prior to the recently completed investigation requested by the Ke 

(-administration. Goldberg had never been investigated by the FBL

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be contacted the Bureau and volunteered information concerning himself. He 
stated that from his very early days he was interested in the cause of civil 
liberties! but that he had never been one to join organizations and that to his 
knowledge the only organizations he joined were the American Civil Liberties 
Union, the Chicago Civil Liberties Committee, and the National Lawyers Guild 
(NLG). Goldberg stated that in 1939 he was brought into the CIO to oppose the 
communist element and that he authored the first anti-communist provision in the 
Chicago and Illinois CIO Constitutions, which prohibited communists from Joining 
the CIO. In 1941, Goldberg* s name was on the mailing list of the American 
Youth Congress. Goldberg stated that he joined NLG in the very early days; that 
he was Chairman of the Chicago Chapter of the NLG in 1939; that he stopped paying 
dues in 1941 or 1942; and that in 1950 he wrote a letter to the NLG stating that he 
was not and never had been a member of the Washington Chapter of the NLG.^y 

During our investigation of Goldberg in December, 1960, the following 
prominent individuals recommended him for a position of trust with the Governmen 
and described him as a loyal American, of excellent character and reputation, who 
is intelligent, competent and capable ia the field of labor: Senator Everett M. 
Dirksen (R « El. ); James P. Mitchell, Secretary of Labor; Supreme Court Justice

William Geoghegan, Assistant Deputy Attorney General, has been 
absent from the office a good deal because of illness in his family. He was, 
however, contacted late yesterday and the matter involving the furnishing 
of information to congressional committees with reference to Presidential 
Appointees was discussed with him. 

With specific reference to the Goldberg appointment and 
Geoghegan *s discussions with Senator Eastland, Geoghegan said that he 
had not promised Senator Eastland that any representative from the FBI 
would appear and testify before the Judiciary Committee. Geoghegan said 
that his discussion with Senator Eastland got a little bit "sticky, *' with 
Eastland insisting he had the power to compel such testimony, Geoghegan 
said that all he told the Senator was that he would have to take this matter up 
directly with the FBL 



Geoghegan added that he related to the Senator that while he could 
not speak for Mr. Hoover, and he did not want to argue with Senator Eastland 
as to what power his committee had, nevertheless, it was Geoghegan ? s 
feeling that Mr. Hoover had strictly maintained his policy of not injecting 
himself into congressional matters. Geoghegan said he also indicated his i 

(personal impression that Mr. Hoover's feeling in this regard might be so 
great that he would resign rather than submit to a violation of his long- 
standing principle.

At this point, I reminded the Senator k&f referenced memorandum of 
5/16/55 clearly reflected in most instances that the source had furnished both reliable 
and unreliable information and that it was up to the Senate Judiciary Committee to 
evaluate this information without any further assistance from us. I told him, of course, 
that he had liaison with the Attorney General's office and that it was up to him to make 
overtures to that office rather than attempting to involve us further in the matter.

Despite this fact, it is believed that my visit to the Senator Saturday 
afternoon, 9/8/62, will keep him from insisting that an FBI representative accompany 
Departmental officials to the Hill Monday morning, 9/10/62, for testimony. He has 
,been told, and obviously realizes now, we will not do this. The Senator also thoroughly 
understands that he must go to the Department for permission to disseminate FBI 
reports or memoranda to the members of his Committee. He knows that we cannot 
and will not give such permission. Fr om conver sation with the Senator Saturday afternoor 
9/8/62, it appears quite inevitable thatflfl ft will be allowed to testify in public 
S££ session regarding Secretary Goldberg The Senator was specifically told and under* 
\C \f^ stands that the FBI opinion offl ftshould not be brought forth in such hearings. 
^ *** The Senator undoubtedly will tell the members of his Committee of the derogatory 

information included in FBI reports,, or memoranda, furnished to him by the Department. 
Although the Senator did not say so, it is believed that he will in Executive Session 
inform the members of his Committee that the FBI reports, or memoranda, clearly 
report that in many instances such information was furnished by sources who previously 
had furnished both reliable and unreliable information.

Party rally, was held in Chicago, Illinoi"s7"October 23-24, 1959. Two sources 
reported speakers addressing the convention concerned themselves with allegations 
that programs and objectives of the Democratic and Republican Parties are identical 
and that this country needs a new political conservative party which will be repre- 
sentative of the majority of the people and restore the two-party system. The 
speakers advocated abolishment of income tax, elimination of socialism in the 
Government, an increased objective against communism in this country, abolish- 
ment of foreign aid, ooveral protection* of U. S. servicemen overseas, reduction 
of the national debt, and return of many Federal powers to several stafe$.

During the Bureau investigation 
when Justice Goldberg was appointed Secretary of Labor, numerous high- 
ranking and responsible individuals vouched for his character and loyalty. 

On the other hand "Common Sense" has been characterized 
by the House Committee on Un-American Activities as an anti-Semitic hate 
s heet. 



OBSERVATION: 

Obviously we do not want to get mixed up in any name -calling 
of Justice Goldberg with whom we have had very good relations. Information 
in our files and from our investigation was furnished the White House prior 
to Justice Goldberg's appointment as Secretary of Labor and was also available 
to Senator Eastland when the Senate Judiciary Committee considered the 
appointment of Justice Goldberg to the Supreme Court. If Congressman 
Kilgore desires to pursue this matter, it would appear more appropriate 
for him to obtain his information from the source indicated by his constituent 
and from the Senate Judiciary Committee regarding their hearings pertaining 
to the appointment of Justice Goldberg. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That someone in your (Mr. DeLoach 1 s) office contact 
| Congressman Kilgore or a member of his staff and diplomatically point 
out that the constituent alleges tha^ the information came from the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities and that it would be the best source 
if he desires to pursue this matter. The attached clipping regarding the 
death of Conde J, McGinley, Editor of "Common Sense," indicates the 
character of that publication and may be of interest to Congressman Kilgore.

Since big things are being planned for Arthur 
Gcldberg, it is important to examine closely the 
qualifications and background Of this man who 
may eventuallybecome President of the United 
States if the propaganda machines are success- 
ful. 

The New Brunswick, N. J. "Daily Home News, " 
in its "People In The News" column, August 3, 
1965, stated, "The Roman Catholic weekly, Am- 
erica, has suggested that Arthur J. Goldberg, 
new U. S. ambassador to the United Nations, e- 
ventually may become this country's first Jew- 
ish president. The Jesuit-edited magazine, in an 
editorial yesterday, praised Goldberg for his 
i*re quaUly of tactful tenacity a* a bargainer 
his dedication, resourcefulness and patience, '

Arthur Joseph Goldbergwasborn in Chicago, 
Illinois, on August 8, 1908, the son of Joseph 
Goldberg and the former Rebecca Pelstein. He 
was the youngest of eight children. His father 
was born in Russia and was a fruit and vegetable 
peddler in Chicago. He graduated from North- 
western University withthe Degree of B. S. L. in 
1929 and J. D. in J 930. On July 18, 1931 he mar- 
ried Miss Dorothy Kurgans, an artist and ab- 
stract painter. They have two children, a son- 
Robert Michael Goldberg, and a dA^hJ^^jfiar^v^ 



bars Leah, now Mrs. David Alan Cramer. 



In 1929 Goldberg was admitted to the Bar in 
Illinois and became associated with the law firm 
of Kamfner, Hornitz, Halligan and Daniels. In 
1931 he was an associate in the law firm of 
Fritzker andPritzker and remained until 1933 
when he started practice under his own name. 
From 1945 to 1947 he was a partner in the law 
firm of Goldbergand Devoe and in 1947 became 
senior member in the law firm of Goldberg, 
Devoe, Shadur and Mikua; then associated with 
the firm of Goldberg. Feller and Bredhoss, 
Washington, D, C. 

In 1948 Goldberg, who has been active in 
labur Uw practice, became General Counsel 
of theC.l.O. . in!948ofthe United Steel Work- 
ers of America and then of the Industrial Union 
Department of the A, F. L. -C. I. O. In the labor 
field. Goldberg became the friend and confidant 
of many high union leaders of different political 
persuasions. 

The "World Who's Who" biography showsthat 
Mr. Goldberg served in the O. S. S. 1942-3 and 
the U.S. Army 1943-44 (Capt. to Major). One 
report received states he worked in close co- 
operation with pro-Soviets while in the O. S. S, 
and made a trip to Moscow. The Associated 
Press Story printed in the South Bend, Indiana, 
"Tribune" of July 21, 1965 states, "During 
World War U, he worked under Gen. William J. 
(Wild Bill) Donovan in the Office of Strategic 
Services. He organized transportation workers 
in Europe into an anti-Nazi network behind en- 
emy lines, and made several trips to the Euro- 
pean continent. "

Goldberg became active in national politics 
in 1936 when he worked for the re-election of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt.

C. 1. O. (Associated Press dispatch 7/21/65). 

On May 25, 1940 the American Committee 
for the Protection of the Foreign Born (cited 
as Communist and subversive by the U. S. At- 
torney Generaljhetd a conference at the Ham- 
ilton Hotel, 20 South Dearborn Street, Chicago, 
Illinois.

its enemy. " 

So we see this organization, of which the 
new Ambassador to the United Nations is an ac- 
tive member, regards not only the John Birch 
Society and the "radical right" as its enemies, 
but also most Catholics and Protestants as well, 
at least those who attend church. 

According to the New York "Times" the burden 
of Mr. Goldberg's replies in a news conference 
which he gave on his first day at the UN was that 
"in wars as in labor -management struggles, *the 
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best way to settle disputes is to go to the con- 
ference Uble. '" 

The Brooklyn "Tablet" of August 19. 1965 
commented on Ambassador Goldberg* s skill 
at settling disputes. "U. S. Ambassador Arthu/ 
Goldberg, in his first address at the United 
Nations, waved the white flag in a complete act 
of surrender Article 19 of the United Na- 
tions Charter insists that member nations two 
years or more behind in their debts to the or- 
ganisation are to have their General Assembly 
voting rights suspended until they pay up, except 
in hardship cases. Soviet Russia, France and 
some lesser nations have refused to pay assess- 
ments for U.N. peace-making efforts. 

"The United States had previously insisted *~ 
that the Charter must be upheld. . . 

"By reversing itself, by failing to uphold the 
U. N. Charter, . .by allowing the Soviet Union to 
overrule the Court and to impose its will on the 
majority, the U.S. has contributed to disorder, 
rather than to order." 

In a "profile" in the "New Yorker" magazine 
by Robert Shaplen in 1962, It was stated that 
a numberofpeoplewho had watched Goldberg's 
activities in and on the edges of the cold wsr 
suggested his talents as a labor negotiator might 
be well utilized to help settle international ques- 
tions. Shaplen stated, "He knows the Commun- 
ists, and he knows how to bargain, when to give, 

when to be tough " His first act as U. N. 

Ambassador shows no indication of bargaining 
or getting tough, but he may know Communists.

I had expressed grave concern over the accuracy of the charges contained in this 
- | publication regarding Mr. Goldberg's past association with communist front 
f. groups. Evans requested that the publication be reviewed, and the Director 
advise him of the extent to which any of these charges are true. 

A review of this publication reveals that it contains the typical 
type of statement put out by Capell in which he refers to some congressional 
committee or publication. In this instance, he frequently refers to records of 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities in printing his statements 
concerning Goldberg's past associations. 

INFORMATION IN OUR FILES: 

Our files reveal no information of a derogatory nature identifiable 
with Congressman Evans who defeated J. Edgar Chenoweth for the U. S. Congress 
on 11-3-64. He was contacted by a Bureau representative on 2-10-65 in connection 
with our program to contact newly elected members of Congress, at which time he 
exhibited a most friendly attitude and was appreciative of our contact. / t/ -^

We have some derogatory information in our files regarding 
Ambassador Goldberg, much of which he verified, and explained away, when 
he contacted a Bureau official in 1955. Our data indicating communist sympathies 
on his part are from sources who have given both reliable and unreliable infor- 
mation in the past. Also, in many instances it was not possible to establish 
whether the information concerning the particular Arthur Goldberg involved 
referred to Ambassador Goldberg. 

( Mr, Goldberg was affiliated with the Chicago Chapter of the 

[ National Lawyers Guild, but he claimed, and the record tends to indicate, that 
he opposed communist domination of that organization. During our investigation 
of Ambassador Goldberg when he was appointed Secretary of Labor, numerous 
high ranking and responsible individuals vouched for his character and loyalty. 

OBSERVATION: 

Obviously, we do not want to get mixed up in any name calling of 
Ambassador Goldberg, or to be cited as the source of derogatory information 
regarding him, since we enjoy excellent relations with Mr. Goldberg. Informa- 
tion in our files and from our investigation was furnished the White House prior 
to Mr. Goldberg's appointment as Secretary of Labor and was also available to 
Senator Eastland when the Senate Judiciary Committee considered the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Goldberg to the Supreme Court. Therefore, if Congressman Evans 
indicates a desire to pursue this matter, it would appear more appropriate for 
him to obtain this information from either the source indicated in the publication 
sent in by his constituent, namely the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
or from the Senate Judiciary Committee.

j/y Those who want to know what Jack Kennedy will be like during the Infighting of 
thj next four year*, should know what happened during the 48-hour scuffle over the 
appointment of Arthur Coldbegg as Secretary of Labor* 105584: 

A group of influential unionist* « veterans in free-for-all power politics — 
tried to push around the President-elect, They sent word they bad helped to elect 
Ha. Therefore, they wanted "one of their own* 1 to be made Labor Secretary. John 
Kennedy sent back word that he'll take advice, but he 1 !! take no veto* 

The significance of the Goldberg appointment ts Kennedy's decision to have 
spscial talent around him, not special Interests, even in the labor field. 

The group of unionists who were told off quietly but with that tough Kennedy 
stubbornness are allied In the Building and Construction Trades Council. They 
represent over 3,000,000 workers. For years they have been the real power Inside 

For decades before the AFL-CI0 merger they ran the AFC. Tney'^&med the high 
council. They dealt with presidents of the U.S. Few faBSbeTTTJUl^wsxk in 1932, 
the presidents of the 19 construction unions petitioned Franklin D» Boos eve it to 
name Dan Tobin as Secretary of Labor« Old Dan was Teamsters president when Jim Boffa 
was heaving strawberry crates. FDR didn't, but he did launch his campaigns at 
teamster banquets, giving Tobin global prestige and publicity. 

After Kennedy was elected, the Building Trades claimed him as "their man. 11 
They asked one of the Electrical Workers leaders, Joe Keenan, to see him. Keenan 
went to the pre-inaugural red brick White Bouse in Georgetown and said his people 
wanted a labor man from the Construction Trades as Secretary of Labor, The skilled 
craft trades wanted it known that any other appointment would be Interpreted as a 
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• Kennedy, in effect, said no. They were wrong and they could think what they 
wanted. He wanted Arthur Goldberg, not Just as Secretary of Labor, but a* a Cabinet 
confidant and even advisor on world affaire. Keenan did not leave exactly empty 
handed. Be probably will be named an assistant Secretary of Defense. 105585 

Tben everybody waited for AFL-CIO president George Meany to return. When he 
did, the labor chief saw the President-elect. Kennedy told him he would name 
Goldberg. Meany vaa amenable. But in the hours before he got to JFK, he had been 
sought out by bis own friend, Seal Hagerty, the Building Trades leader. Hagerty, who 
had been very active politically in California, told Keany that the erafts wanted 
recognition by having "their nan" in the cabinet. This was a bid for real labor 
power because the Labor Secretary will be the conduit on all such matters flowing 
Into the White Rouse. 

There have been reports that the old craft unions objected to Art Goldberg 
because he once was the CI0«a lawyer. Hot so! They told Meany they believed that 
the time had cone for them to be again recognised as the real influence in labor — 
just as in the "old days." 

When George Meany saw Jack Kennedy the latter knew all this. He asked his friend 
Keany to go back and tell the craft union chiefs that he would hold up the 
announcement for a day so they could reconcile themselves to it. He was t .»ing 
to make the appointment on the basis of professional skill and not pressure. 

It would be nice however, he added, if the news would be greeted quietly and 
without grumbling, Goldberg had not asked for the Job, nor had he sent an emissary. 
It would not be fair to have Goldberg come in under a divided labor movement. Meany 
was friendly. He talked to Hagerty and gave him the facts of life. Later he talked 
to Jack Kennedy. The first skirmish with the veteran battalions of labor was over. 
Stonewall Kennedy had won.

He surged representing labor 
unions ajout 1937. early in the 
era of labor's growth under the 
New Deal.

His associates sometimes de- 
scribe him as a "pragmatic 
egghead," a man wno can

understandable terms, and can 
organize a mass of facts Into

Despite Mr. Goldberg's recent 

afflijence, a union colleague 
comments, "Arthur -will never 
forget the 6meU ot the alums; 
his X humanitarianism comes 
from firsthand knowledge. , 

Partly because of toumani- 
tarianism but mostly because df 
his economic philosophy. Mr. 
Goldberg sees unemployment as 
his No. 1 problem. He helped 
draft organized labor's anti- 
iwcsssion program, -which calls 
for expansion of public works,' 
aid to depressed areas, liberal- 
isation of unemployment com- 
petLsation and other pump- 
pruning actions by the Federal 
Gfjvernment. 

Jvhile emergency measures 
are needed, Mr. Goldberg em- 
phasizes they are "no substi- 
tute for work." To provide 
steadily Increasing job oppor- 
tunities, he advocates the fa- 
miliar pattern of Government 
programs designed to accelerate 
economic growth.

Meany and Mr. Goldberg sup- 
ported the effort, b u t »r tto id- 
berg thought the union reform 
law enacted In 1959 much too 
stringent and punitive. Never- 
theless, he had helped block 
even tougher legislation by lob- 
bying skillfully. He is expected 
to work for moderating revis- 
ions of the law, but in the 
meantime he pledges to enforce 
it "with vigor, with fairness, 
without fear or favor and with 
common sense." p 

Mr. Goldberg will have jp 
deal with suspicions harborjd 
by craft unions of the old AFL.

Mr. Goldberg repulsed steel 
management's demand in 1959 
for a freer lund to change 
wasteful work rules, but he 
insists that labor must ac- 
cent and even stimulate au- 
tomation — the use of labor- 
ing machines and tech- 
nid ies. 

While labor should encourage 
automation, he asserts, meth- 
ods must be devised to "make 
sure that the tremendous bene- 
fits do not result in tremen- 
dous human burdens." He ob- 
serves that unions harbor "very 
understandable fears" that 
hasty and ill-planned automa- 
tion will cause widespread un- 
employment. 

He Intends to accord a high 
priority to Labor Department 
research on retraining displaced 
workers and on other devices 
for cushioning the blow of au 
tarnation. „ 



Conciliation and Integrity 

Mr. Goldberg's role in the 
merger of ATL and CIO dem- 
onstrated his. talent for con- 
ciliation and testified to his 
integrity. 

Many merger attempts had 
failed, but George Meany of 
the AFL and Walter Reuther 
of the CIO kept trying. Mr. 
Goldberg, among otters, seljed 
on the will to merge and found 
the way. He helped to strap 
the seemingly irreconcilajue 
conflicts down to b&re essen- 
tials, and evolved Ingenious 
formulas to settle disputes over 
raiding, structure, policy— even 
the name of the new organiza- 
tion. 

The merger did not solve , 
many basic disputes finally, but , 
the patchwork let the AFL and ( 
CIO live together and estab- 
lished a framework of struc- 
tures and procedures that matte 
gradual solutions possible. Mr. 
Goldberg's faith in the utuifer 
of sound structures and pro- 
cedures to solve tough problems 
will be reflected in his labor- 
management peace-making ef- 
forts. 

Recalling the merger and 
other feats of conciliation per- 
formed by Mr. Goldberg, an 
admirer from outside the labor 
movement comments: "Arthur 
has a knack for solving prob- 
lems without either side gfe'ing 
up essential principles. With- 
out coercion,;he brings abjiut a 
meeting of the minds." Jf

The President and his Cabinet commuted on such a 
tight timetable between so many luncheons during the "In- 
auguration" that they never did get a chance to down one 
fruit cup, ® 

At one stop, Labor Secretar y Arthur Goldberg sat down Just 
long enough to ask the lady alorikiside him: "Haven't I seen you 
someplace before?" Kim Novak began to reply lust as a messenger 
ran up to say, "Let's go, the President is moving again." 

Later, Adlai Stevenson commiserated with Goldberg by com- 
menting, "If this continues, the new Administration won't die of 
Sneumonla on the New Frontier, It will 
ie of malnutrition." 

But there was one luncheon to which 
JFK went with only Arthur Goldberg — 
and what occurred there must be recorded 
In the diary of the first hundred hours of 
the Inaugural activities. This was the 
gathering of the nation's 30 most influen- 
tial labor leaders at Washington's Hotel 
Carlton. 

President Kennedy arrived, fedora in 
hand. He grinned at the Hatters' president, 
Alex Hose, and said, 'I'm wearing this for 
»Vou. w The President then went up to Joe 
teenan whom Defense Secretary McNa- 
nara had refused to appoint to the Penta- 
gon. JFK shook Joe's hand and said, 'Til 
. alk to you alone in a few days." Mr. Ken- 
nedy then told the labor leaders they 
would not always see eye to eve but that 
they were good friends and with good will 
they always could work things out. 

There, behind closed doors, AFL-CIO President George Meany 
assured the Chief Executive he had their support all the way and 
that these were not mere words of polite greeting * 

The exchanges were brief. The time budget allowed some 20 

minutes. Then Meany 'introduced" Art Goldberg to the group

and to the country. "Many of his efforts to settle 
labor-management disputes have been successful. 
While he lias functioned as a champion of labor 
in the Cabinet, be lias done his job with a~keen 
sense of obligation to the country as a whole. 

For many years Mr. Goldberg was counsel for 
the United Steelworkers and the CIO. He came 
to be recognized as one of the country's ablest 
lawyers. In 1959 he represented the Steelworkers 
in their *ght against the Taft-Hartley injunction 
which ended the 116-day steel strike. Though 
he lost the case, his oral argument before the 
Supreme Court earned him high respect from its 
members and % sincere compliment from the 
Justices for his efforts. 

- Mr. Goldberg has made a practice of knowing 
everything about any case with which he has asso- 
ciated himself, and he has an extraordinary 
capacity to convey his views to others in an im- 
pressive way. On the Supreme Bench it may 
he taken for granted that he will be one of its 
most energetic and conscientious members. Mr. 
Goldberg has also shown a remarkable capacity 
for adjustment to new situations. When he be- 
came Secretary of Labor, for example, he consid- 
ered his career as a labor lawyer to be closed 
forever. He addressed himself to his new job 
with a measure of 'objectivity that was greatly 
to his credit. Instead of acting as a partisan of 
organized labor, he has functioned as a dedicated 
public servant with a keen interest in the success 
of industry and government in general as well 
as in the welfare of labor. 

Another index to his type of public service may 
be found in his renunciation of a $25,000 steel 
union pension when he became Secretary of Labor, 
He did not want anyone to suppose that his judg- 
ment, might be swayed by a pension in bis favor. 
On the bench we surmise that he will perform 
• in the traditional spirit of objectivity, without 
any relinquishment of his keen interest in hu- 
man problems. 

From the long-range viewpoint, therefore, the 
appointment of Mr. Goldberg will doubtless merit 
high praise. From the short-range view, the loss 
of his dynamism in the Department of Labor will 
/ * be keenly regretted. But this is the way of gov- 
ernment. It is especially important that the suc- 
cessor to Justice Frankfurter be a man of great 
energy, capacity in the law and force of person- 
ality, for the retiring Justice has been for many 
years a powerful influence on American law. We 
shall devote a later editorial to his notable career 
on the bench.
